SUBJECT:  F.  E.  R,  A.  Teachers  for  CCC  Camps. 


1.  It  has  been  impossible  to  find  a suf- 
ficient number  of  qualified  teachers  to  assist  mth  the  educa- 
tional programs  in  the  CCC  Camps  in  the  State.  Therefore,  the 
project  cannot  be  worked  out  on  a State  basis.  If  you  want  a 
teacher  for  your  camp,  it  will  be  necessary  that  you  contact 
your  local  F.  E.  R.  A.  Headquarters  and  secure  the  services  of 
a teacher  viho  is  now  listed  on  the  relief  rolls. 

2.  Each  county  has  been  alloted  a certain 
number  «f  teachers  by  the  Florida  Emergency  Relief  Administra- 
tion. It  is  entirely  possible  that  you  can  get  one  of  these 
teachers  if  your  county  superintendent  feels  that  it  will  be 
worth  vdiile  to  place  a teacher  in  your  camp.  See  the  county 
superintendent  and  get  his  approval,  and  then  take  the  matter 
up  with  the  Director  of  Operations  in  the  local  F.  E.  R.  A. 
Headquarters  in  your  county. 

3*  Since  all  educational  projects  begin 
October  1st,  it  will  be  necessary  that  you  work  out  your  pro- 
ject with  your  local  F«  E.  R.  A.  Office  before  that  date. 
Remember  that  the  matter  must  be  settled  before  October  1st. 
You  have  no  time  to  lose  if  you  are  to  geV  a Teacher  for  your 
camp.
